GRAV FLUX AM) CHOLERA. 


Fearful Mortality from a Fell Disease In 


ilulowa Village. 


KEOSAfQUA, la., Aug. 20.— Our people 


are considerably exciled over reported chol- 
era at Canl.nl, a townol about two hundred 
and fifty inhabitants, eight miles northwest 
of here, in VanBurea County. 
There were 


three deaths last night, two being children 
and the other an old lady. There have been 
eight deaths during the past few days, and 
when the mail-canier left Cantril yesterday 
morning for this place there were live who it 
was thought could not live through the day. 
Thirty-two ate down, and thus far the 
deaths have averaged one to every four af- 
llicted. The attack is tirst a violent cramp- 
ing iu the stomach, followed with dis- 
elurges from the bowels, sometimes of n 
bloody nature. Spasms frequently ensue. 
Persons who have been well during tlie day 
were sei/.ed tiie same night, aud in a, few 
iiours were corpses. Sonic of the physicians 
pronounce it cholera, while others say it is 
the old- fashioned "grayllux.'1 There are 
hardly enough well poisons to nurse the 
siek, and the excitement is intense. One of 
oar physicians was called there yesterday, 
and he tuiAks it is "giayllux," but pro- 
nounces it very fatal. The cause is not 
known, rot a couple of weeks the disease 
has been gradually increasing, and about 
the middle of last week it broke out with 
teiriblo ellect. At Jlilton, live miles west 
of Caiitnl, there was a death Monday that 
the ph.\siciaiib say was genuine chulera.
